The 
first new transmission line will 
be from McGregor to Belton.

H arvesting Vetch 


Com anche C ounty farm ers have 
begun harvesting some of the 2000 
acres of vetch left for harvest. 
The most common way of h a r­ 
vesting vetch a t the present tim e 
is w ith a combine. The m ost im ­ 
portant rule in harvesting vetch 
seed is to handle the crop as 
little as possible to prevent loss 
from 
shattering. 
W hen 
m ature 
vetch dies out after a rain, severe 
loss from popping pods will re­ 
sult. G enerally speaking, h arvest­ 
ing of vetch should begin when 
a m ajority of the seed pods are 
ripe. 
The cylinder speed should not 
exceed two-third;-, th a t norm ally 
used for grain. In the spike-tooth 
m achines, very few. if any, con­ 
cave teeth are usually necessary. 
The seed thresh out very easily, 
and m uch dam age will result if 
j the cylinder speed is too high. 
If the crop is grown w ithout grain, 
a lower cylinder speed should be 
used.

Producers should take all pre­ 
cautions 
possible 
in 
harvesting 
their vetch as there Is a good 
m arket price for all the vetch 
seed that can be harvested. Vetch 
seeds are scarce, and there Is a 
great demand for thorn.

In the second place, m ost a u th ­ 
orities on vetch seem to think 
th a t the W est Cross Tim ber sec­ 
tion la going to be the seed-pro­ 
ducing area for the entire n a ­ 
tion If this prediction comes true, 
•g a in the value o fan organization 
will be realized. 
In the third place, the early 
bird has always gotten the worm. 
le t us see how such an organi­ 
zation could work. Here is one fa r­ 
m er who will have a 6000 pound 
seed 
crop. 
Another 
has 
1200 
pounds, and a neighbor has 2100 
pounds. Fifty other farm ers rould 
be added to the list, including 
both small and big producers. The 
group could be called together by 
th eir officers, and m arketing plans 
would be worked out In detail. 
These plans m ight include setting 
the price, where and who to sell 
to. and a seed supply for the next 
year The group could also work 
together in harvesting and p u r­ 
chasing m achinery and supplies,
